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FIRST-YEAR SPANISH 


INTRODUCTION 

The work outlined in the present course is the equivalent of 
the first year of Spanish in the high school, and is equal to one 
unit of language entrance requirement for college. It may be 
followed by second-year Spanish in a high school, the second 
semester of college Spanish, or by second-year Spanish in the 
American School. The completion of the second course is equal to 
second-year high school Spanish or a second unit for college language 
entrance requirement. 

In taking up the study of Spanish you should try to keep 
in mind the fact that learning a language involves four things: 
(1) the training of the tongue; (2) the training of the ear; 
(8) the training of the eye; and (4) the training of the hands. 
In order to have a thorough knowledge of the language, one 
must from the beginning pronounce it, listen to his pronun- 
ciation, read with the eye, and write out what he _ has 
learned. If any one of these four things is neglected, the student 
will find himself weak in the ability to do that thing at the end 
of the course. A language is first of all intended to be spoken, 
and you should begin by carefully mastering the sounds. If you 
have a friend who knows Spanish, get him to help you with the 
sounds at the beginning. If not, read the description of the 
sounds very carefully and work out the pronunciation of each 
new word you come to with reference to this description until you 
have mastered four or five lessons. You will then be sure enough 
of the sounds to trust yourself alone. Your task then consists 
only of constant practice in order to make yourself fluent in the 
combinations of the sounds into the strange words. 

The books which you are to use in this course are: Hills 
and Ford, “First Spanish Course,” D. C. Heath and Company; and 
Roessler and Remy, “First Spanish Reader,’ American Book 
Company. 

On the following page you will find the Spanish alphabet 
with a common word in English for the pronunciation of each 
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sound, and under this the rules for accent. Study this page over 
carefully, practicing the words given as examples, and then refer 
to it constantly whenever you have any doubt as to the correct 
pronunciation of a new word. One lesson in Hills and Ford will 
be taken up each time, and after the first eight lessons some 
reading matter will form a part of each lesson. The numbers of 
the lessons in this course, therefore, correspond to the numbers 
of the lessons in the Hills and Ford grammar. The grammar 
references are to lessons, sections (§), and pages (p.); the reader 
references are to the numbers of the reading lessons, pages (p.), 
and lines (1.). 


SPANISH PRONUNCIATION 


Vowels. Spanish vowels are pronounced much more clearly 
and distinctly than English vowels; they are pronounced quickly 
and have no gliding sound at the end, such as we hear sometimes 
in the English words go (go°°) or late (la*te). The approximate 
pronunciation of Spanish vowels follows: 


a—like a in ah or father: lapiz, pencil 
e—like a in name: sefior, Mr. 
—like ¢ in nest in a closed syllable: papel, paper 
i—like 7 in machine: libro, book 
o—like o in note: yo, I 
—like o in or in a closed syllable: sefior, Mr. 
u—like oo in boot: un, a; silent in the combinations que, qui, gue, gui; 
qui is pronounced like the English word key 


Consonants. Spanish consonants are pronounced much less 
forcibly than English consonants; they must not be allowed to 
explode with a puff of breath as do the English b, p, d, #, etc. 
The approximate pronunciation of Spanish consonants follows: 


b—there is no equivalent in English; Spanish b and v are pronounced alike; 
the lips are loosely brought together as for b and the breath slips through 
as for v; the sound is half-way between b and v: libro, book; ventana, 
window 
c—like k before a, o, and u: casa, house 
—like th in think before e and i: facil, easy 
ch—like ch in choose: mucho, much 
d—like th in this pronounced weakly: estudio, J study 
f—like f in face: dificil, difficult 
g—like g in go before a, 0, and u: tengo, J have 
—like the Spanish j (see below) before e and i: geografia, geography 
h—always silent: hablo, J speak 
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j—a throat sound like ch in the German machen; like a rough English h 
exaggerated: rojo, red 

k—like English k 

I—like J in lop: lapiz, pencil 

lI—like Uli in million: silla, chair 
m—like m in man: pluma, pen 

n—like n in no: no, no 

—like ng in sing before c and g: tengo (teng=go), I have 

nh—like nz in onion: sefior, Mr. 

p—like p in lop: papel, paper 

q—like k; qu equals k (see under u): que, what 

r—one trill or flap of the tip of the tongue just back of the upper teeth. 

libro, book 

—strongly trilled at the beginning of a word or after I, n, or s: rojo, red 
rr—strongly trilled: borrar, to erase 

s—like s in see: never like s in 7s: plumas, pens 

t—like ¢ in tea: tinta, ink 

v—(see under b) 

x—like x in eztra: explicar, to explain 

y—like 7 in machine: muy, very 

—like y in you before a vowel: yo, I 

z—like th in thin: lapiz, pencil 


Rules for Accent. Words ending in a vowel or n or s are 
accented on the next to the last syllable: tengo, I have; plumas, 
pens. 

Words ending in a consonant except n or s are accented on 
the last syllable: sefior, Mr. 

Exceptions to either of these rules must bear a written accent. 
Be sure to stress the vowel which has a written accent: leccién, 
lesson; aritmética, arithmetic. 


LESSON I 


Study Lesson I of the grammar to B. 

In English we classify nouns under four genders: masculine, 
feminine, neuter, and common. In Spanish there are only two 
genders. Nouns denoting male beings are masculine; nouns 
denoting female beings are feminine; and all other nouns are 
either masculine or feminine without regard to meaning. It is 
therefore necessary to learn the gender of each noun when the 
word itself is learned, and the best way to do this is to memo- 
rize the article with the noun, for the article also shows the 


gender. 
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Instead of learning the vocabulary as a list of words, translate 
the group of sentences marked A in each lesson by referring to 
the vocabulary; then study each A group until you are perfectly 
familiar with it. This will teach you the words in sentences asa 
Spaniard uses them and will make you less lable to put words 
together in your own way instead of the way in which Spaniards 
use them. 

When you are perfectly sure that you know all the words in 
an A group, write out the English translation of it in a notebook; 
then close the grammar and translate these English sentences 
back into Spanish. Now open your grammar again and correct 
your translation. If you have made no mistakes you are ready 
to begin work upon B. If you have made more than two or 
three mistakes, study A again and repeat your translation with 
the book closed until you have mastered it. 

Now with the top of the page covered up, translate the sen- 
tences of B very carefully into English; then look them over and 
compare them with the other sentences and with the vocabulary 
to see that you have not made any mistakes in the spelling of 
words or left off any accents. 

At the top of p. 12 and at the end of each following lesson 
you will find a section headed Resumen Gramatical. This is 
merely a summary in Spanish of the grammatical rules which 
occur in English at the beginning of each lesson. They are 
intended for teachers who wish their students to be able to learn 
the grammar rules in Spanish. The student who is studying 
alone should ignore these sections entirely unless he wishes to 
look them over from time to time in order to see if he can read 
them. ‘They are not, however, a required part of the course, and 
are omitted by most teachers. 

The directions for B say: ‘Write in Spanish.” 

LESSON II 

Study Lesson II of the grammar to B. 

Write the Englisn translation of A in your notebook so that 
the answer to each question comes opposite the question. Now 
close your grammar and translate A back into Spanish. Open 
your grammar and correct your mistakes. Be sure that you 
have not omitted any question marks either at the beginning or 
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at the end of a sentence. Now look to see that you have put 
in all the accents. The omission of an accent is as bad a mistake 
as a misspelling because you will soon find many words in Spanish 
which mean one thing with an accent and another without the 
accent. 

You are now ready to begin work upon B. The directions 
in Spanish say: “Answer affirmatively the following questions.” 
Copy the question as it stands in your notebook, then write the 
Spanish reply after it. When you have looked over your work 
to see that it is correct, study it; then take up your grammar 
again, read each Spanish question orally and answer it orally 
without referring to your written work. 

Translate C orally at once without writing out if you feel 
equal to it; if not, write it out first and then do it orally. Write 
the sentences under PD in Spanish in your notebook and correct. 

- Omit the Resumen Gramatical here and in the following 
lessons. 
LESSON III 

Before taking up Lesson III of the grammar, study §§1 and 2 
on? pals 

Study Lesson III down to B, as you studied Lesson II. 

The Spanish directions for B say: “Answer affirmatively the 
following questions, beginning each answer with the words ‘Yes, 
sir’ (Madam, or Miss). Use in the answer as many of the words 
in the question as is possible.” 

Read the notes at the bottom of p. 15 and those which 
follow, if they interest you, but do not try to learn the South 
American words; it will confuse you to try to remember two dif- 
ferentt words for a single object, and it is better to know the 
Castilian words, as they are understood everywhere. The direc- 
tions in Spanish on p. 16 before sentence 10, B, say: “Answer, 
using as subject of the verb, the girl student or the boy student, 
the man teacher or the lady teacher.” 

The directions for C say: “Translate and repeat afterward, 
putting all the nouns in the plural”; and “Translate and repeat 
afterward in the interrogative form.” 

Write in your notebook the translation of D and check it 
over as before. 
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LESSONS IV, V 


Study Lessons IV and V of the grammar as you have studied 
the preceding lessons. 
_ Learn the meaning of the instructions in Spanish so that 
if some of the same ones occur again you will understand them 
without being given the translation. They are as follows: p. 19, B, 
“Reply affirmatively to the following questions”; C, “Translate 
and repeat afterward in the plural; translate and repeat after- 
ward in the interrogative form”; D, “Write out’; p. 21, B, 
“Answer negatively: the following questions; answer according to the 
sense”; p. 22, C, “Translate and repeat afterward negatively.”

Study lesson VI to B. Notice that the Spaniard uses the 
pronouns tt, thou, and vosotros, ye, only in speaking to members 
of his family, to close friends, or to inferiors. For this reason you, 
as a foreigner, will never need to use either of these forms, but 
you should know them because they are often encountered in 
reading. You should always use usted, you, for the singular and 
ustedes, you, for the plural. Notice that the word usted really 
means “your grace” and that the form of the verb which is used 
with it is therefore the third person; that is, when the Spaniard 
says Usted tiene un libro, yow have a book, he really says, “Your 
grace has a book.” 

The directions for A say: “Continue (the complete con- 
jugation of these sentences of which the first person only is given), 
using as subjects of the verbs all the personal pronouns, mascu- 
line as well as feminine, in the plural. If the professor prefers, 
ti and vosotros and the corresponding forms of the verbs may 
be omitted for the present.” 

Prepare the rest of the lesson as you have prepared preceding 
lessons. 

The directions for D say: “Translate and repeat afterward 
in the plural, omitting indefinite articles.” 

In this exercise and in the exercises following, translate you 
using usted and ustedes, unless ti and vosotros are asked for. 
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LESSON VII 


Study §§ 9-20 of the grammar, pronouncing all the examples 
aloud, giving particular attention to syllable division and accentuation. 

Prepare Lesson VII. Notice under §45 that the Spaniard 
does not say “John’s book” but “the book of John.” How would 
you say in Spanish: Mary’s pen; Mary’s pens; John’s books? 
After studying § 46, how would you say: the boy-student’s book; 
the boy-student’s books; the girl-student’s book; the girl-student’s 
books; the boy-students’ books; the girl-students’ books? 


LESSON VIII 


Study §§ 7-17 of the grammar. 

Study Lesson VIII as you have studied preceding lessons. 

After learning § 50, translate the following phrases orally 
into Spanish; go over them aloud until you can speak them 
rapidly, without hesitation, using always usted, you, for the 
singular, and ustedes, you, for the plural, with the third person 
of the verb: 1. I speak Spanish. 2. He speaks Spanish. 3. You 
speak Spanish. 4. We speak Spanish. 5. I am learning. 6. They 
are speaking. 7. He is learning. 8. We live. 9. They live.

The Spanish directions say: A, “Continue, using first the 
subject pronouns of the verbs, and repeat afterward the same 
phrases without pronouns’; C, “Answer affirmatively, omitting 
the subject pronouns of the verbs’; D, “Translate and repeat 
afterward, using the plural forms of the subjects and the verbs.” 


LESSON IX 
Study Lesson IX of the grammar as you have studied pre- 
ceding lessons. 
Do not forget to do all studying aloud, with special atten- 
tion to correct pronunciation and accentuation. 
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In correcting your sentences, do not forget to see that you 
have written all accents and punctuation marks. 

After studying §§ 52 and 53, on the model of mi libro, mis 
libros, mi pluma, mis plumas, write the four forms el libro mio, 
los libros mios, la pluma mia, las plumas mias. On the model 
of this, write the eight forms of the other possessives: my book, 
his book, our book, ete. 

If you have mastered the material thus far in the grammar, 
you are now ready to begin the study of the Roessler and Remy 
reader. Translate the first reading lesson on p. 7, La Escuela, 
looking up the words which you do not know and memorizing 
them; then read the lesson over aloud in Spanish, trying to think 
of what it means without translating it. After you are sure that 
you know all the words and understand the sentences, turn to 
the questions on p. 156; copy each question and write an answer 
to it in Spanish without referring to the reading lesson. When 
you have finished, turn back to the reading lesson and correct 
your answers from the text. Now take your book, read each 
question aloud, and answer it orally without referring to the 
lesson, as if you were carrying on both sides of a conversation. 
If you have a friend who knows Spanish, get him to read. the 
reading lesson aloud to you; try to translate it from hearing; 
then have him read the questions to you and you answer them. 

Learn the conjugation of the present indicative of the verb 
IR, to go, which you will find in § 261 of the grammar. 


LESSON X 


Study Lesson X as you have studied the preceding lessons. 

After studying §§59 and 60, notice that the Spanish word 
for this is este, that it refers to an object near the speaker, and 
that it agrees in gender and number with the noun it modifies. 
Thus you would say este libro, esta pluma, estos libros, estas 
plumas. There are two words in Spanish for that. Ese is used to 
refer to an object near the one spoken to. Write out ese, modi- 
fying the four nouns given above with este, making ese agree with 
them. Aquel, that, is used to modify objects which are distant 
from both the speaker and the person spoken to. Write out aquel 
modifying each of the four nouns given above and making it agree.

In § 61 notice that when the noun is omitted, este, ese, and 
aquel become pronouns and must have a written accent on the 
stressed vowel to distinguish them from the corresponding adjec- 
tives. Thus we say: Este libro es mio, but Este es mi libro. 

Translate the following sentences, using accents on the pro- 
nouns but not on the adjectives: 1. This pencil is mine. 2. This 
is my pencil.

In studying § 62 notice that ~the neuter forms esto, eso, 
and aquello are never used to modify nouns, since there are 
no neuter nouns in Spanish; that is, they are used only as pro- 
nouns, do not require an accent, and are used when speaking of 
an idea or of an object.which has not been mentioned by name. 

In § 63 be sure that you put the stress on the e (pronounced 
like a in late) in the words seis, siete, nueve. 

In this section the directions for D say: “Translate and 
repeat afterward, omitting the nouns and using aquél for that.” 

In the reader translate Lesson 2, p. 8, El Discipulo, and 
study it as you studied the preceding lesson, answering the 
questions pertaining to it on p. 156. 

Conjugate orally in the present indicative, the verbs escuchar, 
hablar, explicar, aprender.

LESSON XI 


Study Lesson XI as you have studied the preceding lessons. 

Notice that these radical-changing verbs have the regular 
endings in the present tense. Radical means root or stem of the 
verb. In certain persons of the verb, the vowel of the stem of 
the verb changes to a diphthong; that is, e changes to ie and 
sometimes to i; 0 changes to ue. Notice that these changes occur 
when the stress falls on the stem. It is as if the stress falling 
on the stem vowel split it in two. 

There are a great many radical-changing verbs of this sort 
in the Spanish language. There is no way to tell whether a verb 
is radical--changing or not except that only verbs which have e 
or o for a stem vowel can be radical changing. You must simply 
learn each radical-changing, verb as you come to it and you will 
soon learn to recognize them all. You will find them marked in 
the Spanish-English vocabulary, thus: cerrar (ie), on p. 286. 
They are also to be found under the list of verbs beginning on 
p. 266. Whenever you have any doubt as to whether a verb is 
radical-changing or not, look it up in one or the other of these places. 

When you read the conjugation of these verbs aloud, be sure 
you put the stress on the stem of the singular and of the third 
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person plural. The stress falls on the first vowel of the ending 
in the first and second persons of the plural. Students have a 
tendency to put the stress in the wrong place. Try to conquer this 
difficulty from the beginning. 

On p. 41 the directions for C say: “Answer the questions 
according to the context of B.” 

On p. 42 the directions for D say: ‘Translate and repeat 
afterward with ustedes as the subject of the verb.” 

Study Lesson 3, La Sala de Clase, on pp. 8 and 9 of the 
reader, as you studied Lesson 1, and answer the questions on 
po 157: 

Conjugate orally the verb limpiar, remembering that the sec- 
ond i is a part of the stem and is pronounced like y before the 
vowel endings. 

LESSON XII 

The most difficult thing in this lesson is the fact that the 
Spaniard uses the preposition a not only before all indirect objects, 
but also before a direct object when that direct object is a person 
or a personified place or thing. Try to fix this fact in your 
memory so that you will not forget it. 

In § 69 of the grammar notice that a+ el becomes al, just 
as de+el becomes del; but that we write out in full a la, a los, 
and a las. 

Study §70. Notice that the words alguno and ninguno both 
require an accent on the u when the o is omitted, otherwise 
according to the accent rule, the stress would shift back to the 
first syllable and would change the word. Write out the fol- 
lowing phrases, putting the adjective before the noun; then 
rewrite, putting the adjective after the noun so as to fix firmly 
in mind when the o is dropped and when it is not dropped: a 
good book, a bad friend, the first exercise, the third son, some 
book, no pencil. Notice that the feminine singular and both plu- 
tals have the same ending whether they come before or after these 
nouns. The rule of shortening applies only to the masculine sin- 
gular in o. 

On p. 45 the directions for C say: ‘Answer according to the 
context of B”’; and D: “Translate and repeat afterward with the 
verbs in the plural.” 
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Study Lesson 4, La Sala de Clase (II), on p. 9 of the reader, 
and answer the questions on p. 157. 

In 1. 1 notice that the verb entrar always requires the prepo- 
sition en before a following noun or pronoun. Conjugate orally 
the sentence, I enter the classroom. Notice that the word clase 
means either class or classroom. Classroom may also be expressed 
by sala de clase. 

LESSON XIII 


After studying §§ 71-73 of the grammar, look over the lessons 
which you have studied in the reader and see if you can 
determine in each case why ser or estar was used. 

Notice that estar is used to denote position, whether that 
position 1s temporary or permanent. 

Notice that while ser in general expresses a thing which is 
permanent or characteristic, it is used with some adjectives which 
we consider as temporary or accidental, but which the Spaniard 
considers as inherent. These adjectives are: old, young, rich, poor, 
happy, and unhappy.

In §80, 2, note that the Spaniard never allows two pro- 
nouns beginning with | to come together; the first one always 
changes to se. If you keep this in mind you will have less 
difficulty. 

In §81 notice that you now have two forms for the various 
prenouns, besides the nominative form. For instance, me, me, 
is the form which goes with the verb and is often called the con- 
junctive form of the pronoun; mi, me, is the form which is used 
after any preposition and is often called the disjunctive form 
because it is used away from the verb. This is true of several 
of the forms. In order to get the matter straight before you go 
any farther, take a sheet of paper and make four headings: 
subject pronouns; direct object pronouns; indirect object pronouns; 
prepositional pronouns. Now write out under each of these head- 
ings in a vertical column all the pronouns which belong under it. 
Column 1 will begin yo, tt, etc., 2 will begin me, te, etc., 3 will 
begin me, te, etc., 4 will begin mi, ti, etc. When you have 
finished, notice that it is the third person pronouns that cause 
the most difficulty. 

In § 82, in addition to what the author has to say, notice 
that the verb gustar means to please, and that ‘it is used in 
expressions of liking. Its use offers some difficulty. The thing 
liked is the subject, and the person liking it is the indirect object. 
Thus, in order to say, I like the book, we must say, The book

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Be careful not to pronounce the noun visita or the verb visitar 
with the s as it is pronounced in English. It should be an s as 
in this.

Thus 
tocar if spelled tocé in the preterite would be pronounced with a 
th sound which would change the word. In order to keep the k 
sound, we must spell the preterite toqué. Your attention has 
been called to this fact several times. Try to master the under- 
lying principle of it as given in § 114 so that you will be independent 
and will know when the spelling should change without learning 
the separate verbs. 

§115. I have been in Madrid two years (meaning I am stzl 
in Madrid) would be in Spanish, Hace dos.afios que estoy en 
Madrid; literally, It makes two years that I am in Madrid. I have 
been in Madrid two years (meaning I am not there now) would be 
in Spanish: He estado dos afios en Madrid; literally, I have been 
two years in. Madrid. With the above sentences as models, trans- 
late the following: 1.
